CARE OF THE INSANE. 


Dr. G. A. Tucker of New South 
Wales, Australia, has been in the 
Uuited States nearly a year inspect- 
ing our asylums for the treatment 
of the insane, and has visited them 
all except one in Oregon. He ap- 
pears to be not only a competent 
judge, but a very impartial one, 
and both his commendation and 
his censure of the treatment of the 
insane in the United States make 
interesting and profitable reading. 
He finds that the Superintendents 
and managing officers of the asy- 
ljums in the United States are uni- 
formly men of ability and high 
character, but believes the attend- 
ants or nurses, should be better 
paid, and selected fram _@ more in- 
telligent and refined class of per- 
sons, It will not be surprising to 
know that he discovered the influ- 
“nce of politics in the making of 
appointments, and found that it 
was detrimental. He says: “I 
found one asylum where the Super- 
intendent and every one of his staff 
dgown to the last attendant were 
new appointees within a few days, 
and none of them had ever had any 
experience in any similar institu- 
tien.”” Dr. Tucker is putting it 
very mildly when he says of this 
case that it is “manifestly im- 
proper.” It is shocking. Every 
person having a relative or a friend 
in such an institution as that would 
ewe it as a moral duty to protest 
against it asa great outrage on a 
class of beings entitled to the most 
tender and skilful care. It is cred- 
itable to California that during all 
the party mutations of recent years 
the insane asylums have been 
exempted from the invasion of 
politics, much to their benefit. 

Aside from the political interfer- 
ence, Dr. Tucker’s two principal 
indictments against the asylums of 
the United States are overcrowd- 
ing and the lack of asystem of visi- 
tation. ‘It is all-important that 
there should be a system of official 
visitation, for it is the only safe- 
guard against mistakes, and even 
against abuses.”” The soundnéss of 
this principle ought to be above 
doubt, without reference to indi- 
vidual instances demonstrating the 
need to exist. But Dr. Tucker 
undertakes to say that in his tour 
of inspection he has collected 
plenty of positive evidence show- | 
ing the ill effects of the lack of visi- 
tation. He says: ‘I was talking 
toa member ofthe American As- 
sociation of Superintendents, who 
was opposed to the system of visi- 
tations. He urged that the associa- 
tion was a means whereby evils 
_ could be corrected; that the mem- 
bers. consulted one another as to 
their difficulties and helped one 
another in matters of treatment, 
and I told him ‘that, although he’ 
thad been President of the associa- 
tion, there were things done in 
some of the asylums that he knew 
nothing about and that they would 
not dare to consult him about. ‘For 
¢> ample,’ said I, ‘you do not know 
that handcuffs and leg-irons are 
used in an asylum within your as- 
sociation” ‘No,’ said he, ‘I do not 
anil do pot believe it.’ ‘Never- 
theless it is true,’ said T, and I gave 
him the names and places. ‘And,’ 
I said, ‘you would hardly believe 
that in one of your asylums the 
patients sleep two in a bed, and 
that very practice is defended as 
being a beneficial part of the treat- 
ment; yet I have found that to be 
the case.’

Such is not the case, 
however, the flavor not being as 
decided’ as that of ducks 
What school boy has not read of 
the ostrich egg, and of its being 
hatched. in the hot sun of A*rica’s 
sunny shore. But this pretty little 
legend, like many other cherished 
stories of the past, is all gammon. 
The chicks are brought forth in the 
good old way. The female sits on 
the eggs in the day time and the 
maleassumes that duty at night 
allowing the female to seek rest and 
recreation while be attends to the 
household duties. It must be noted 
here that the male is. much more 
solicitous for his household than is 
the female. It not unfrequently 
happens that the latter prefers to
